An Act for confirming certain Provisional Orders of the Local 
Government Board for Ireland relating to Waterworks in 
the '-Town of Dungarvan, and to the Burial Grounds of 
Barnahely and Templerobin in the County of Cork, and to 
the Town of Tralee, and to Waterworks in the Town of 
Tralee. 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland, acting 
under the provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 
1871, as amended by the Local Government Board (Ireland) Act, 
1872, and of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874, have made in 
5 relation to the town of Dungarvan, and to the burial grounds of 
Barnahely and Templerobin, in the Poor Law Union of Cork, in 
the county of Cork, and to the town of Tralee, and to waterworks 
in the town of Tralee, the Provisional Orders set out in the schedule 
to this Act annexed : 

10 And whereas the consent of the said town of Tralee, and of the 
district proposed to be incorporated therewith, has been duly 
obtained to the Order affecting the said town and district : 

And whereas a Provisional Order made under the authority of 
the said Acts is not of any validity or force whatever until con- 
15 firmed by Parliament, and it is expedient that the said Provisional 
Orders should be so confirmed : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
20 authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The said Orders sot out in the schedule to this Act annexed 
shall be and the. same are hereby confirmed, and all the provisions 
of the same respectively shall, from and after the passing of this 
Act, have full validity and force. 

25 2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 

(Ireland) Provisional Orders (Dungarvan, &c.) Confirmation Act,

WIIEEEAS the Town Commissioners of Dungarvan, incorporated by “ The 5 
Dungarvan Harbour, Markets, and Improvement Act, 1863,” and acting under 
the provisions of that Act, and of “ The Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 
1854,” are the sanitary authority of the urban sanitary district, consisting of 
the town of Dungarvan, constituted by “The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 

1874”: 10 

And whereas the said Town Commissioners are about to construct waterworks 
for the purpose of providing a supply of water for the said town of Dungarvan 
and the village of Abbeyside, which is within their jurisdiction, and have 
deposited for public inspection, at the office of the town clerk of the borough of 
Dungarvan, plans and a book of reference thereto (herein-after referred to as 15 
the deposited plans and book of reference), showing the lands, water, water rights, 
easements, and other rights intended to be taken for the purposes of the said 
waterworks, and have deposited copies of the said plans and book of reference at 
the office of the Local Government Board for Ireland, at Dublin, and have pre- 
sented a petition to the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance of 20 
“ The Local Government (Ireland) Act, 187 1,’ 1 “The Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Act, 1872,” and “ The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874,”' seeking 
to be empowered to put in force the provisions of “The Lands Clauses Acts” 
in respect to the purchase and taking of land otherwise than by agreement, with 
reference to the said lands, water rights, easements, and other rights : 25 

An d whereas all advertisements and notices required by the said Acts having 
been previously duly published and given, the Local Government Board for 
Ireland has caused an inquiry to be held in the said district as to the genuine- 
ness of the said petition, and the propriety of assenting to the prayer thereof, 
and it appears to the Local Government Board for Ireland that the Provisional 30 
Order should be made in respect to the matters aforesaid : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland, as follows : 

1. From and after the time when this Order shall be confirmed by Act of 
Parliament, the Town Commissioners of Dungarvan shall be and hereby 
are empowered to put in force the provisions of “ The Lands Clauses 35 
Acts ” with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than 
by agreement, in reference to the lands, water, water rights, easements, 
and other rights shown and described in the said deposited plans and book 
of reference, with the following exception only, viz. : — This Order shall 
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not extend nor apply to a certain line of pipes or conduit marked on the A.DA87S. 
said deposited plans, and therein and in the said book of reference 
marked as No. 5, and described thus on the said deposited plan : “Note 
“ conduit No. 5 shows how a further supply could be made available at 
5 « any time if required 

2. The powers hereby granted for the compulsory purchase of lands and other 

nremises shall not be exercised after three years from the confirmation of compulsory 
r , -r, , powers,

1. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as “ The Barnahely, 

County Cork, Burial Ground Provisional Order, 1878 

2. The provisions of “The Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” “The 

Railways Act (Ireland), 1851,” “ The Railways Act (Ireland), 1 860,” 
“The Railways Act (Ireland), 1864,” and “The Railways Traverse 10 
Act,” with respect to the purchase and taking of land otherwise than by 
agreement (herein-after referred to as the powers of the “ Lands Clauses 
Acts ” with respect to the purchase and taking of land otherwise than 
by agreement), so far as the said provisions are not inconsistent with this 
Order, and the several matters and enactments contained in the said 15 
provisions and in each of them, shall be deemed to apply to the execution 
of the powers conferred by this Order, in like manner in all respects as 
if the said provisions were repeated herein, so far as the said provisions 
are applicable to the matters herein contained and dealt with : 

3. At and after the time when this Order shall take effect, it shall be lawful 20 

for the Guardians of the Poor of the Cork Union, as the Burial Board 
of the said Union, to put in force the said powers of “ The Lands 
Clauses Acts,” with respect to the purchase and taking of land other- 
wise than by agreement, for the purpose of purchasing and taking the 
said land comprised in the said deposited plan, and to take the said land 25 
and use the same for the purpose of a burial ground in connexion 
with the existing burial ground of Barnahely aforesaid : 

4. It shall be lawful for the said Guardians of the Poor of the Cork Union 

to defray the expenses of applying for and obtaining this Order out of 
any monies which shall come to their hands as such Burial Board : 30 

5. This order shall take effect from the time when it shall be confirmed by

1S An'd whereas the boundaries of the said town of Tralee coincide with the 
boundaries of the parliamentary borough of Tralee : 

And whereas the said Commissioners being about to make provision for 
supplying the said town and neighbourhood with water, it has appeared desirable 25 
to them that a certain district adjoining the said town Bhould be incorporated 
therewith. And the said Commissioners have presented a petition to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland praying for such incorporation in pursuance of 
the provisions of “ The Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871 

And whereas on receipt of the said petition an inquiry in the said town was 30 
directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland as to the genuineness of the 
said petition, and in respect of the several matters mentioned therein : 

And whereas such inquiry has been held after giving fourteen days notice of 
the time, place, and subject of BUch inquiry, and it appears to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland that this Order should be made in respect of the 35 
matters aforesaid : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows : 

1. From and after tlie time when this Order shall be confirmed by Act of 
Parliament, the distinct adjoining the said town of Tralee, consisting of 
the lands and premises particularly defined and described in the Schedule 40 
and map annexed hereto, shall be and remain incorporated with the said 
town of Tralee, and shall constitute a part of the said town for the

1874/ and the said district shall he and remain a portron of ‘he : Urban 
Sanitary District, consisting of the said town of Tralee, within the 
meaning of “ The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874:

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Authority shall be, and hereby are, empowered to put in force the 
provisions of the Lands Clauses Ants in respect to the purchase and 
taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, in respect to the lands, 
premises, easements, water-rights, and other rights shown and described 
in the said deposited plans and book of reference thereto, and required 5 
for the purposes of the said waterworks. 

2. The compulsory powers of purchasing and taking lands and other premises 

conferred -by this Order shall not be exercised after the expiration of five 
years from the time of the confirmation of this Order by Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

3. In this Order the expression “ Lands Clauses Acts ” means “ The Lands 

Clauses Consolidation Act, 1 845,” as the same is amended by “ The 
Lands Clauses, Consolidation Acts Amendment Act, 1860,” "The 
Railways Act (Ireland), 1851,” “The Railways Act (Ireland), 1860,” 

“ The Railways Act (Ireland), 1864,” “ The Railways Traverse Act,” 15 
and “ The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874.” 

4. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “The Tralee Waterworks 

Provisional Order, 1878.”
